Report of Superintendent of Schools 


‘To the School Committee and Citizens of Willimantic: 


I submit herewith my annual report as your superin- 
tendent of schools. I shall make this report rather 
brief, stressing facts that may help you to plan wisely 
for the needs of the schools and include the usual 
financial statements. 

Because the matter is of unusual importance this 
year I am carrying the information regarding tax 
rates a little more in detail. The average for the 
school rates for the state is .01135, while the municipal 
rate is .05145. The average reduction in, school main- 
tenance for the entire state this year is $1.62 per 
thousand dollars of valuation, while the average of 
municipal rates for all purposes was reduced $2.69 per 
thousand dollars of valuation. It will be noted that in 
the entire reduction of $2.69 the public schools took a 
cut of $1.62 and all other municipal activities took a 
cut of only $1.07. In view of the fact that approxi- 
mately 30 cents of the taxpayer’s dollar goes for the 
support of schools it would seem that ‘the schools are 
being asked to bear an unequal part in the curtailment 
of public expenditures. 

The school rate for the town of Willimantic for this 
year is .00875, while the municipal rate is .051. In 
comparing with rates given in my last report we note 
that a reduction of $2.55 per thousand dollars of valua- 
tion was made last March in funds raised for school 
purposes, while the reductions made in funds raised 
for all municipal activities was $10.00 per thousand 
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dollars of valuation. It seems plain that had you 
made the same percentage of reduction for all muni- 
al purposes as you did in funds raised for school sup- 
port you would achieve a reduction of at least $15.00 
per thousand dollars of valuation. 


SCHOOL PROGRESS © 

The town of Willimantic has three elementary 
schools to maintain. The present teachers are ones 
who have had some normal training and ones who have 
had three or more years of: teaching experience. The 
school enrollment remains about the same. In most 
cases the pupils are making the required progress. 
Reference was made in my last report to the new cur- 
riculum which had been prepared for the elementary 
schools. As full adoption of this new curriculum will 
require changes in many textbooks we are not at- 
tempting to make all of the changes this year, but are 
planning to make these changes only in cases when 
new textbooks seem advisable because of the condition 
of the books being used. 

We are all aware of the effort being made in te 
to achieve tax reduction through a curtailment of 
public school activities. This question of curtailment 
of school activities becomes a serious one if we but 
consider that time lost in preparing our children to 
take their places in the world cannot be made up. 
There are only a few years in which a great majority 
of them can attend school and any cut made in school 
activities during these years becomes a permanent 
loss to them. It has been stated that approximately 
50 cents of the taxpayer’s dollar goes for the support 
of schools. In the town of Willimantic approximately 
17 cents of the taxpayer’s dollar goes for the support 
of schools and high school tuition. 

HIGH SCHOOL TUITION 

There are nine pupils from the town attending some 

high or secondary school and whose tuition the town is 
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paying. One of these pupils will graduate from Mon- 
son Academy this next June. ‘There are six pupils 
now enrolled in the eighth grades in the town schools. 
Some of these, if nct all of them, will plan to attend 
‘some high school. Therefore we can assume that the 
number of pupils to attend high school next year will 
not be less than the number new attending high school. 
It seems that not less than three hundred dollars 
should be raised for high school tuition. 
SCHOOL FUNDS 

In raising money' for school needs for the coming 
year you will need to take into consideration that our 
state funds for next year will be reduced approximate- 
ly 20 per cent. In crder to be in the same condition as 
to school funds for next year as you were for the past 
year it will be necessary for you to add an equal 
amount to your appropriation for schools this March. 
The reduction in the State Schcol Fund apportioned 
for next year will be about one hundred dollars. In 
making up the elementary school budget I have used 
the present salary schedule and have planned for a 
school year cf thirty-six weeks. By using some of the 
sum unexpended for elementary school purposes the 
appropriation for that purpose may be cut to fourteen 
hundred dollars. I would not advise raising less than 
that amount. As appropriations for free textbooks 
and school supplies I am suggesting a slight increase 
in the amount to raise for textbooks and a slight de- 
crease in the amcunt to raise for school supplies. You 
will note that the total sum for these two ac- 
counts remains the same. The insurance policy on 
No. 3 school building will expire this year. The prem- 
ium on that pclicy will be $37.50, which should be 
raised. | 
_ A very small sum has been used during the year for 
repairs cn school buildings. A small sum should be 
available in order to be able to make some necessary 
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repairs on the shed at the No. 3 school. Probably a 
small appropriation cof twenty-five dollars with the 
sum now unexpended will be all that may be needed 
this coming year. The walls and ceiling in the No. 2 
building are not in a very good condition. Before 
making any repairs on this building it might be well 
to consider the advantages to be gained by consclidat- 
ing your three schools. It is a question whether or 
not more than one school building and one teacher will 
be needed in the town after the next few years. Very 
likely your school population will gradually decrease 
during the next few years. Your present school en- 
rcllment is only thirty-eight.
